Wasuineron, Oct. 19.—The United States 
Steamer Guerriere has been ordered to 
cruise around New York bay and barber to 
enforce the neutrality proclamation.

Let no man trust them. Perish the 
thought that the Government can possibly 
be run for a cent less than 8190, 000,00 a 
year. 


**Intermational Ignerance ”’ 

The tortoise is a slow and impervious 
creature, protected by its shell from ex- 
ternal impressions, yet under the “pene- 
trating heat of hot coals, placed by curious 
boys upon its back, it becomes lively and 
gives signs of sensibility; likewise the New 
York Nation, the tortoise of New York 
journals, being dull and impervious by 
nature, gives signs of liveliness, under the 
heat of French patriotisnr, and snaps at 
every chance to express its constitutional 
misunderstanding of a spirited and mo- 
bile people. It can so httle endure the 
glow yet left in the heart ot humiliated 
France, it can so little tolerate the mem- 
ory of the ancient claims of France, that 
it has abandoned its customary if-yes-and- 
perhaps state of mind, and reached several 
positive conclusions that give it a smiling 
sell satisfaction; and the chiefest of these 
conclusions seems to be that we are deeply 
indebted to France for her polish and her 
revolutionary yeast. 

The charge of international ignorance, 
or of brilliant incapacity on the part of the 
elite of French thinkers, may be refuted 
by the names and works ot such thinkers 


as Eurer Renan, Mien Oval. 


Epovarp LABoULAYE and GuizoT; but 
since the Nation has betome lively and 
positive, it takes good care not to mention 
them, lest its conclusions be weakened. 
And yet it assumes the tone of conscien- 
tioustess in citing the solitary name of 
Deg TocquEVILLE as the one brilliant ex- 
ception to its conclusions against the 
worth of French thought. But this is only 
im deterence, we suppose, to its habitual 
policy ot seeking to ride between the horns 
of the positive; it may even be one of 
those small journalistic expedients which 
leave open a way of escape for a hard- 
pushed and closely-questioned writer. 

But the safety of the Nation hitherto 
has been in its it yes-and- perhaps discus 
sion of political, moral and literary ques- 
tions. The safety of the Nation lies in the 
doubts that have prevented it from being 
classified under any of the decided ideas 
and parties that struggle m modern soci- 
ety. Since it became go Prussianised that 
it can advocate the coercive system of an 
arbitrary and monarchical State as a 
proper and promising method to be adopt- 
ed by a tree and multiform people; since 
it can suggest that we imitate a State that 
is compounded of overbearing pride and 
unresenting servility, it has reached che 
climax of political obtuseness and of jour- 
nalistic insensibility to the character and 
function of diverse nationalities. 

In the providence of Gop diversity of 
life and variety of organization are allowed 
to mew; and our salvation no more lies in 
being Prussianized than in being Latin- 
ized. We can instruct ourselves by the 
lessons given to the world by Prussia and 
France without surrendering to the suc- 
cess of the first as the God-elect master of 
modern social and political and military 
development. 

As to the Nation’s contlusion that 
French thinkers have nothing new to 
teach us, we must say that it is somewhat 
strange that a journal affecting to despise 
the conscienceless boldness of the daily 
press should slip into the same unreflecting 
expression by which truth is dishonored 
and effrontery illustrated. How is the 
Nation so sure of a matter absolutely be- 
yond our knowledge? By what occult 
mystery and magic can it foretell the future 
gifts of French thinkers? We will be 
amiable and let this pass as the sanguine 
expression of a mind that mistook a wish 
for a fact. But not so can we pass the Na- 
tion’s dull, blind and voiceless sense of the 
nature of the service France has 22 to is 
the world, the nature of the 24 
which she has illustrated so —— in 
all the multiform aspects of her supple | 
and wonderful life. 

France is the only country of Europe | 
that has paid eocial tribute to man as man; 
the only country in which equality and 
fraternity have had breathing room; the 
only country that has illustrated the logic | 
of Christianity as a social and political | 
doctrine. A Frenchman is considerate of 
the sensibilities of a pauper. 

The open secret of the Nation's hostility 
claim et French patriotism lies 
„b that France is the seat of Ru- 
ropean democracy. France is the one 
country;of Europe pledged to illustrate and 
disgethinste democratic dens. Naturally 
enough the Nation, as the organ of des-

It has a horror of men “in a state,” and 
yet it is ine state about the pretensiotis 


ers of the people, France yet offers * 
most stohd and weighty soldiers of Eu- 
rope. 

But we are not all hostile to 
and unfriendly to France in the hour of her 
trouble. Some ot us believe that the fanc- 
tion of France as an agent in crvilization 
is to be continued; and, in-the future as in 
the past, we are to look to the one most 
chivalric nation of Europe for much of 
the glory and hope of man in the old so- 
cieties of the old world, not yet Chritian- 
in the past France 1s the corrective of the 
mechanical and methodical which, in Eng- 
land and Germany, threaten us with the 
despotism of one set of faculties and one 
set of aptitudes, to the injury of another, 
and not less sacred set of faculties—tfacul- 
ties by which France has made and given 
to the world just what has not been given, 
cannot be given, by Prussian acience or by 
English common sense. 

A word more must be said about that 
very international ignorance which the 
Nation makes the text of its depreciation 
of France. The Nation fosters that very | 
ignorance by the contempt for France 
which it aims to beget in the mind of its 
readers; for contempt is the father of igno- 
rance. We begin by despising a people, 
and we soon reach the animosity of ig- 
norance, and rejoice in the humiliation ot 
all that we have been taught to despise. 

No one can deplore the disasters of 
France more than we do; no one believes 
them to be more logically sequent to the 
political deceptions and the military vanity 
of France; but we can admit this without 
insulting the best French thinkers and 
patriots, without feeling the labor-pains of 
prophesy urging us to delivera prediction 
that French thmkers cannot have anything 
new to teach us, and without sneering at 
the very social giits, the very ‘political fer- 
ment of France, which have done so much 
for the civilization and liberation ot the 
modern world. 

The Nation is narrow and obtuse; it 
does net understand a mobile and sthetic 
people; it believes only in pedagogical or 
coercive methods and results. The only 


itis not unlike the tortoise’s, slow, earth- 
bound, and impervious ‘to all the finer, 
sweeter, and more fleeting influences of 
lite, but which constitute the social atmos- 
phere of France. 


The Rey. Mr. Fulten Expiains. 

The Rev. J. D. Fur ron, the temperance 
clergyman who ‘hrows himselt on the out- 
side of half a dozen glasses of lager-beer 
after his Sunday night sermons, 1s the pas- 
tor ot the congregation who worship their 
fine clothes in Tremont Temple.

generally supposed last Sunday that Mr

that in the evening he would treat the 
matter more at length. He said. as we are 
told by a Boston dispatch to the New 
York Tribune, that “he had been to New 
York since Wednesday, and found that 
there was no Boston merchant who could 
testify that he (FuLToN) drank lager-beer 
in a Bowery saloon. Mr. Fur ron said he 
found the so-called Boston merchant was 
a showman, and the charge was that he 
drank the beer during his college days, 
fifteen years ago. This was not true oi 
him in his college days. It was alleged to 
have occurred in Dr. Anmrrace’s church, 
and Dr. ARMITAGE testified that he (FuL- 
TON) was never in his church till two years 
ago.” We are told, further, that “in the 
course of his prayer Mr. Fuiton referred 
to the matter several times, and prayed 
most earnestly for his enemies, and asked 
especial blessings on Mr. Tron 
and the showman. This was very
